At Papbos Paul preached his first 
recorded sermon. The occasion was 
the opposition of Bljrmas, the socerer. 
and it rings with Pauline courage and 
intensity. See Chapter 13. An Antioch 
in I'isldia we have his second record- 
ed sermon. Again he stirs up opposi- 
tion. "The honorable women" opposed 
him. It is siiid that this was a free city 
and woman suffrage was In vogue.
